The PREFACE.

a curious Garment for the Courticr and Stateſman 3 it 
likewiſe covers the Citizen with Pleaſure and Profit. 
it conſociateth the remoreſt Region's of Men's Hearts, 


by rhe Participation of one another's Thoughts ; and 


we can all Diſcourſe by no aprer Tile, than the Veni- 
cle of rhe Thoughts, 


Theſe were the ancient Decrees of Truth; they 


enlighrned with a Weight of Labour to ſearch it, bur 
the Glory of human Nature to ſpeak it; Thoughts are 
but the Children of the Heart, as Speech is of the 
Thoughts ; the Prudence of worſe Dofrine is of ex- 
cellent Uſe to all who view it, either in Claſs of Di- 
vinity or Policy, or even in the Building up of the 


Fabrick of Mens own Fortunes. 


The Perfe&ion of the Art of Speaking to others, 
conſiſts in a voiubibily of Application; and if a Per- 
ſon can come up to rhe Excellence of ir, he may 


tocach. Thus Alexander the Great did, when he en- 
couraged his Soldiers to give Battle to the Fer ſians ; 
he repreſented to them a varaicious Hopes of Treaſure, 
and enriching themſe ves by Plunder ; the Ambitious 
he incenled wich aſpiring to Honour, and Malicious, 
he provoked with the Remembrance of the former 
 Grudges and Hatred between the Two Nations. And 
Seneca approves nor Speech to be at all 
when Words are not qQuicken'd with rhe Life of Rea- 
fon, bur are only uttered with the Plauſibility of the 
Speaker, which ſets an Edge or Point on Speech to

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enter much ſooner the AﬀeRions, than dull or ſlow 


Expreſſions ; nor would it be unneceſſary to have the
